WASHINGTON, Nov. 6. — The 
price of $32.84 an ounce was an- 
nounced today for R. F.C. purchase 
of domestic newly mined gold, 17 
cents higher than on Saturday.

We are now faced 
here with those on the extreme 
Right and some on the extreme 
Left who have given up all hope 
of democracy. There are people 
who trust to get rich quick or want 
a dictatorship. I believe that such 
a form of Government would be 
absolutely alien to the character of 
our people.” 


Sir John Simon said that Great 
Britain “is one of the few ancient 


parliamentary institutions are ac- 
tive operating with success.” 

“In Germany,” he _ continued 
“parliamentary institutions survive 
after a fashion, but only on the 
principle nobody should vote for 
anyone except the Government 
candidate.

HALF OF EMPLOYES AT FORD'S

Meier, who was.in the place with 
her sister, retired to their living 
quarters in the rear of the saloon, 
leaving Mrs. Gaibreath in charge. 
“Shortly before 3 o’clock,” Gal- 
breath continued, “Ruby started to 
fix some chicken for us to eat. Guy 
and I were sitting at a table drink- 
ing. This other fellow went up to 
the bar and got into an argument 
with Ruby. I don’t know what it 
was all about. 
“Finally he daar a revolver, 


head. As we ran to pick her up, 
he ran out the door. I tried to get 
a doctor, but couldn't reach one. 
Mrs. Meier came out to help us and 
we took Ruby to St. Mary’s Hos- 
pital in a taxicab. She was dead 
when we got there.” 

Mrs. Galbreath was 32 years old. 
Her husband is 26. Members of the 
family said they had not been liv- 
ing together in recent months. 

Mrs. Galbreath was the second 
woman in her famly to die after be- 
ing shot. Her sister, Mamie, was 
shot and seriously wounded at the 
St. Clair Hotel at 320.Missouri av- 
enue in 1925, in a brawl] in which 
Lester Tons, also known as Robert 
Stanton, was killed by Earl Toole, 
former resident of Williamson 
County. She died six weeks later, 
but her physician said death was 
due to a brain ailment, not to ef- 
fects of the shooting. 

It was an insult to Ruby Os- 
borne that led to the killing of 
Charles E. Gordon Jr. on Feb. 28, 
1925, by Art Newman, who subse- 
quently became a lieutenant of 
Charlie Birger, Southern Illinois 
gangster. Newman, now a life- 
term convict, shot and killed Gor- 
don during a free-for-all in the Shel- 
ton brothers’ saloon at 1900 Mar- 
ket street, which witnesses said 
was precipitated when Ruby Os- 
borne’s brother, Charles, struck 
her in the face. Newman subse- 
quently was acquitted of murder on 
a plea of self-defense.

States Circuit Court of Appeals and 
upholds a finding by Federal Judge 
Faris of St. Louis. Judge Faris 
had sustained a motion by the 
State to dismiss an‘injunction suit 
by the heirs, who sought to keep 
the State from applying the inheri- 
tance tax law. The heirs success- 
fully appealed from Judge Faris’ 
decision, while the — through

Ten Direct Heirs. 

Two-thirds of the Franz estate is 
involved in the litigation. Franz’s 
widow, Mrs. Sophie Franz, who died 
in 1930, inherited a life interest in 
his estate. At her death, under his 
will, the estate went in equal parts 
to the 10 direct heirs. Three and 
one-third of the 10 shares were held, 
in Federal Court decisions, to have 
been shares of “remaindermen,” and 
to have come directly from the 
Ehrhardt Franz estate. 

As Franz died before the Mis- 
souri inheritance tax law was on 


tthe books, no inheritance tax was 


claimed by the estate on the re- 
mainder—men’s shares. The law 
was effective when Mrs. Franz died, 
and the State has held that the six 
and two-thirds shares were derived 
from. her and were taxable as in- 
heritances. Holders of these shares 
sought the injunction against the 
State. A question of Federal or 
State jurisdiction was involved, as 
the Court of Appeals held that the 
State, in this case, encroached on 
Federal jurisdiction. 

Judge Faris held that the elev- 
enth amendment to the Federal 
Constitution, limiting the right of 
individuals to sue a State, applied 
to the heirg. 

Once Worth $27,000,000. 

Final distribution of the estate 
to the heirs was ordered by Judge 
Faris in April, 1932. The fortune 
was founded on the investment by 
Franz of $21,000 in stock of the 
American Arithmometer Co. 
1896. This concern became _ the 
Burroughs Adding Machine Co., 
which declared a number of stock 
dividends before the depression. 
The Six and two-thirds shares of 
the Franz estate include 188,133

soft coal miners today went back 
to the pits they deserted in a de- 
mand for union recognition. End- 
ing a deadlock which the Washing- 
ton administration had viewed as 
a threat to the entire National Re- 
covery program, some 10,000 men 
returned to work. 

They are among the last—and 
the most recalcitrant—of some 
75,000 workers who left the mines 
early in August, went back for a 
few weeks in September, and then 
struck again because they con- 
tended their demands were not 
met. 

Eleven mines of the H. C. Frick 
Coke Co., in the heart of the 
Fayette County fields about which 
the strike centered, reopened, put- 
ting between 5000 and 6000 men 
back to work. The company an- 
nounced that its other collieries 
would resume operations “as soon 
as conditions warrant.” 

The “captive” (non-commercial) 
mines of several other steel-con- 
trolled companies also reopened, 
and as the men, dinner pails in 
hand, walked to work from the 
company “patches” many of them 
were accompanied by their wives. 

Martin F. Ryan, insurgent union 
chief and moving spirit in the pro- 
longing of the strike, was the first 
to enter the mine at Grindstone, 
where he is a checkweighman. 

William Hynes, president of Dis- 
trict No. 4 of the United Mine 
Workers of America, who, with Ry- 
an and six miners went to Wash- 
ington Friday to negotiate the fi- 
nal return-to-the-mines agreement 
with the President, also was on 
hand to witness the resumption of 
work. 

Under the agreement, the miners 
will meet within the next 10 days 
to elect collective bargaining repre- 
sentatives. National Labor Board 
agents will supervise the elections. 

The men resume work under the 
wage and working conditions pro- 
visions of the NRA code for the 
commercial bituminous mines. Day 
workers will get $4.60, daily an in- 
crease of about a dollar, while the 
actual coal diggers will receive 40 
cents a ton as against the old rate 
of 50 cents a car of 2% tons. 

Commercial mine workers have 
been back in the pits for several 
weeks, the operators having mét 
their demands for union recogni+ 
tion. Many of them had struck in 
sympathy with the captive min- 
ers. 


Anthracite Coal Strike Follows 
Clash of Unions. 

WILKES-BARRE, Pa., Nov. 6.— 
A general strike affecting approxi- 
mately 70,000 anthracite miners in 
Lackawanna and Luzerne Counties, 
Pennsylvania’s “upper” hard-coal 
region, starts today, but John D. 
Moore of New York, technical ad- 
viser of the National bor Board, 
thinks it will be short-lived. 

After many Sunday conferences 
with leaders of two opposing 
unions, Moore expressed optimism 
of ah amicable settlement of the 
trouble. 

“I think progress has been made 
and that progress will be contin- 
ued,” he said. “I hope that out of 
my investigation something may 
come which will send the miners 
back to work, even before griev- 
ances are taken up for adjust- 
ment.” 

Thomas Maloney, district president 
of the newly organized United An- 
thracite Miners of Pennsylvania, as- 
serted, however, that the miners 
could not be prevented from an- 
swering his organization’s strike 
call today.

FOR $2,900,000 TAX REFUND 


Supreme Court Denies Review of 
Dispute Over Amount of 
Taxaln: Income. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—The 
Supreme Court today denied the pe- 
tition of the Detroit Trust Co. and 
Anna Dodge Dillman, as trustees 
under the will of Horace E. Dodge, 


for a review of a ruling by the 
Sixth Circuit Court of Appeals de- 
clining to return to them approxi- 
mately $2,900,000 in Federal taxes 
paid in 1925. 

Horace E Dodge died Dec, 10, 
1920, leaving a will placing a large 
part of his estate in trust, includ- 
ing 50,000 shares of stock in Dodge 
Brothers..

In making out their Federal in- 
come tax return the trustees a3- 
serted that at the time the stock 
was d«livered to them in 1924 it 
had a value of $57,500,000, thus 
making the income subject to tax 
$5,000,000. The Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue held the _ taxable 
income had to be figured on the 
value of the stock at the time of 
Dodge's death, which he placed at 
$29,343,350, making a taxable in- 
come of $33,156,650, asserting an al- 
leged deficiency in income taxes for 
one year of $4,145,635. 

The Board of Tax Appeals sus- 
tained the Commissioner holding the 
taxable income was the difference 
between the amount received and 
the value of the stock at the time 
of Dodge’s death. The Sixth Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals also took that 
view.

- FIND IN COLORADO 


Prospector Pulls Out Nuggets 
on Storekeeper; Tells of 
Successful Search. 


By the Associated Press. 

DENVER, Colo., Nov. 6.—Charlie 
Starr became angry when he was 
refused 75 cents credit at a Mancos 
(Colo.) store. He dug into a pocket 
6f his overalls, “See that?” he 
shouted and thrust a handful of al- 
most pure gold nuggets across the 
counter. The tradesman gazed in 
astonishment. “Where did you get 
those?” he asked. 

Starr told him it was none of his 


business. He went to another 
store to make his purchases on 
credit. 


Thu: the news of the biggest re- 
cent gold strike in Southwestern 
Colorado got out at the old mining 
camp where the rich May day vein 
was discovered and then lost years 
ago. 

Starr, who came with his family 
to Colorado seven years ago from 
Kittaning, Pa., and a partner, G. 
W. Gilmore, struck the “pay dirt” 
on their own property. 

The prospectors followed the age 
old method of seeking “mother 
lodes.” They panned the Mancos 
River until they found some small 
nuggets. Then they combed the 
hillsides. Starr picked up a red 
stone Indian arrowhead near the 
river one day. “It’s pointing this 
way,’ he said. “Let’s have a look.” 

The “look” extended into a three- 
weeks’ search. Then a piece of 
“float” was found. A float is a 
small piece of gold bearing ore, 
chipped off from the main vein and 
washed away. After another care- 
ful search, they found a small vein 
of free gol One chunk contained 
nearly a quarter pound of gold. 
The men went to a point below the 
find and began tunneling into the 
mountainside. Since then they 
have taken about $100,000 from the 
mine. 


DOLLAR DROPS TO NEW LOW

“We have no protest against 
¢riticism,” he declared. “Nobody 
likes criticism, but any public insti- 
tution is a peril if it is shielded 
from just criticism. Why, there are 
some things in a great experimental 
program like this which are neces- 
sarily based on conjecture as to 
their effect and the only possible 
way to gauge that effect is to 
watch its results in public reaction. 
Only if Government remains fluid 
and flexible, and invites and acts 
instantly on criticism, is it possible 
to carry forward such a plan as 
the recovery program. This Gov- 
ernment needs it, asks for it, could 
not get along without it. 
“A free and unrestricted press is 
an absolute necessity; it is a power- 


ful, if independent, part of the ma- 


chinery of Government.” 

Johnson then added it was the 
responsibility of the press to be 
fair and he asked if it were fair 
for the press to attempt to disturb 
the public’s relignce by “telling it 
that it ought to fear NRA because 
it threatens a dictator or impairs 
the freedom of the press when 
facts are as I have stated them?”

SILVER AT HIGHEST PRICE 
RECORDED FOR THREE YEARS 


Reaches 41%c an Ounce in Con- 
trast With Record low of 24\c 
Last December. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—The Gov- 
ernment’s new .gold-buying policy 
has caused a rise in the price of 
silver to the highest level in three 


years, touching 41% cents an ouncé 
today, in contrast to the record low 
of 24% cents last December. The 
present price for silver is still con- 
sidered low, on the basis of average 
prices over many years. 

The new upturn has been. ac- 
companied by rumors that Wash- 
ington might do something for sil- 
ver, although the only specific news 
is a proposal to issue $11,000,000 in 
silver certificates against the metal 
tendered by Great Britain as a pay- 
ment on war debts last June. 

The Thomas amendment to the 
farm relief act authorizes the Pres- 
ident to accept up to $200,000,000 in 
silver, valuing it at 50 cents an 
ounce, against war debt payments.

“An Indispensible Condition.”

The 
record furnishes no proof of that 
indispensible condition, . .. 
“She may have thought she was 
going to die, and have said so to 
her nurse, but this was consistent 
with hope, which could not have 
been put aside without much more 
to quench it. 


“Indeed, a fortnight later, she 
said to one of her physicians, 
though her condition was then 


grave, ‘You will get me well, won't 
you?’ 

“Fear or even belief that illness 
will end in death will not avail of 
itself to make a dying declaration. 
There must be ‘a settled hopeless 
expectation’ that death is near at 
hand and what is said' must have 
been spoken in the hush of its im- 
pending presence. 

“Despair of recovery may indeed 
be gathered from the circumstances 
if the facts support the inference. 
There is no unyielding ritual of 
words to be spoken by the dying. 
“Despair may even be gathered 
though the period of survival out- 
runs the bounds of expectation. 
What is decisive is the state of 
mind. 

“Even so, the state of mind must 
be exhibited in the evidence, and 
not left to conjecture. The patient 
must have spoken with the con- 
sciousness of a swift and certain 
doom. 

“What was said by this patient 
was not spoken in that mood. There 
was no warning to her in the cir- 
cumstances that her words would 
be repeated and accepted as those 
of a dying wife, charging murder 
to her husband, and charging it de- 
liberately and solemnly as a fact 
within her knowledge. — 

“To the focus of that responsibil- 
ity her mind was never brought. 
She spoke as one ill, giving voice‘ 
to the beliefs and perhaps the con- 
jectures of the moment.”

BROADWAY NIGHT 
CLUB STAR, DIES 


Succumbs in Hospital at 
Vancouver, B. C., After 


Operation — Funeral to 
Be Held in New York.

Texas Guinan, night club entertain- 
er, died in a hospital here yester- 
day, after an operation necessitated 
by an intestinal illness with which 
she was stricken a month ago. 

Her real name was Mary Louise 
Cecilia Guinan. She was born in 
Wacc, Tex., about 50 years ago. 

She had been making a theatri- 
cal tour with her troupe of 40 girls 
and entered a hospital here last 


Monday. 

Funeral services will be held @ 
New York City at St. Malachi’s 
Church of which she was a mem- 
ber, friends said here today. The 
body of Miss Guinan will be taken 


Guinan of Portland, Ore., a broth- 
er. 
“I would rather have a square 
inch of New York than all the 
rest of the world,” she told her 
manager, Eddie Baker, when she 
requested she be buried there. She 
added she wanted the public “who 
made me” to have an opportunity 
of seeing her. The body will there- 
fore lie in state in Chicago and 
New York. 
A member of her troupe disclosed 
that one of her last wisecracks af- 
ter she was stricken was: “No, I’m 
net dead. Like the Blue Eagle, I 
am on my way to recovery.” 
Studied Music, Made 100 Movies in 
Early Days of Screen. 
Texas Guinan was educated in a 
convent. After her father moved 
from his Texas ranch to Denver, 
she won a scholarship at the Chi- 
cago Conservatory of Music. She 
was cast in more than 100 motion 
pictures in the early days of the 
screen, and earned the sobriquet of 
“The Female William S. Hart.” 
Soon after 1920 her name became 
known on Broadway. For finan- 
cial support she had Larry Fay, 
slain taxicab and labor promoter. 
By 1925 her Three Hundred Club 
in West Forty-Eighth sereet, New 
York, was in its heyday. Rotund 
visitors from the hinterlands were 
“big butter and egg men.” Out-of- 
town buyers became _ spendthrifts 
and merriment reigned after mid- 
night. 


Beneath the spotlight, in the cen- 
ter of the crowded clubroom floor, 
she brought forth her performers, 
with a special spiel for each. When 
she wasn‘t greeting customers with 
a “Hello, sucker,” she was rapping 
loudly with a noise-making  con- 
traption for silence, followed by 
the inevitable, “Give the little girl 
a great big hand.” 
The night clubs Texas ran or 
presided over were raided 10 times 
in five years by police and the men 
she called “Uncle Sammy’s dripping 
dry boys,” but Texas herself only 
spent a few hours in prison before 
her lawyer got her out on bail. 
Tried in Liquor Case. 
The climax of this phase came in 
April, 1929, when she was acquitted 
in Féderal Court in New York of a 
charge of maintaining a nuisance 
at the Salon Royale, where she was 
hostess and the Government 
charged liquor was sold. 
The trial was a sensation. One 
prohibition agent related that he 
took his wife a dozen times to the 
night club, paid $20 a quart for 
liquor, $25 for champagne and saw 
waiters slipping bottles wrapped in 
napkins into the laps of customers, 
some of whom had to be helped to 
the street. . 
None of the agents, however, 
linked Miss Guinan directly to any 
liquor selling and from the witness 
stand she told the Court she never 
drank liquor or sold it. The jury 
retired briefly. 
Before becoming a night club 
hostess, she was a cow girl, a sing- 
er and a dancer. In her scores of 
Western movie thrillers she did not 
use a double; she did all the stunts 
herself. After her movie © career 
she became a vaudeville trouper, 
then a night club entertainer. 
She was married and divorced 
three times. She is survived by her 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Michael Gui- 
nan; the brother, and a sister, Mrs. 
George Smith of Huntington Park, 
Cal.

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TELLS OF SHOOTING 
6 MILES INTO AIR 
IN GERMAN ROCKET 


Brother of Inventor Quoted as 
Saying First Explosion 
Knocked Him Unconscious. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Nov: 6.—The first suc- 
cessful passenger rocket flight was 
achieved Oct. 29 on the Island of 
Rugen in the Baltic Sea, according 
to a special dispatch from Rugen. 

The flight was made in secrecy 
under auspices of the German Air 
Ministry, which has purchased the 
plane, it was stated. . 

Otto Fischer, brother of Bruno 
Fischer, inventor of the rocket, 
was shot up 32,000 feet—more than 
six miles—into the air in the 24 
foot steel projectile. 

Fischer, at the peak of the rock- 
et’s trajectory, pulled the ring of a 
parachute attached to it, it was 
said, and floated down to safety, 
shaken but uninjured. The ascent 
lasted 10 minutes, 26 seconds. 

Doubtful of returning alive, the 
dispatch adds, Otto entered the 
rocket and Bruno threw the switch. 
There was a blinding flash and the 
rocket shot out of its steel frame 
so fast it could not be seen. 

It reappeared, a speck floating 
earthward, its pilot manipulating 
the fins so as to land on the island. 
Otto was quoted as stating: 

“T left the ground in a deafening 
roar. An unbearable weight crushed 
me to the floor and I lost con- 
sciousness for a moment. When I 
came to my senses, the altimeter 
was flickering at 32,000 feet. It be- 
gan to drop rapidly. 

“The asbestos floor was tre- 
mendously hot. The rocket was 
propelled only 200 yards by the ini- 
tial explosion. It was driven far- 
ther by the remainder of the 
rockets in the tail. They were re- 
leased automatically at timed in- 
tervals.”

PRISUNER LEAPS 


Veterinary Surgeon Serving Life 
Term Had Asked to Be 
Hanged.

HARTFORD, Conn., Nov. 6. — 
Dr. Harold N. Guilfoyle, Hartford 
veterinary surgeon serving a life 
sentence for second-degree murder 
in connection with ‘the shooting of 
Mrs. Clare Kavanaugh Gaudet 


here in January, 1928, committed 
suicide today in the presence of 
guards by leaping 50 feet from the 
top tier of the main céll block at 
the State prison at Wethersfield. 
He landed on his head on a flag- 
stone floor and was dead when 
guards reached hini. 

The spectacular act immediately 
recalled Dr. Guilfoyle’s petition of 
June, 1932, that his conviction of 
second-degree murder be changed 
to first-degree and that he be sen- 
tenced to death by hanging. 

Dr. Guilfoyle, who steadfastly 
denied he killed Mrs. Gaudet, had 
made several attempts to obtain 
his freedom prior to his request 
last year that he be hanged as a 
“humanitarian and merciful act.” 

He contended that since the in- 
dictment charged him with first- 
degree murder, +t e three Judges 
presiding at his trial could not con- 
vict him of second degree murder. 

In his plea he said: “There is 
nothing in my petition for a writ of 
habeas corpus that can be inter- 
preted as an admission of guilt.” 

Mrs. Gaudet was shot as she was 
leaving Dr. Guilfoyle’s apartment 
in Hartford. The veterinarian shot 
himself in the right temple at the 
same time. During his trial, the 
State charged he and Mrs. Gaudet 
had veen involved in a love affair.

Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion has advanced a grand total of 
$3,234,762,178 in cash for loans to 
thidustry and ugriculture since it 
was organized, Feb. 2, 1932, the cor- 
poration announced yesterday in its 
statement for October.

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SOVIET GOLD RESERVE 
INGREASES $48,000 00 


Amtorg Trading Corporation 
Reports Gain for Year 
Ending Oct. 4 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 6—The Am- 


torg Trading Corporation has 
issued a survey of Russian fi- 
nancial and trade conditions show- 
ing an increase of $48,000,000 in 
the gold reserve of the note issue 
department of the State Bank of 
Soviet Russia for the year. | 

The total for Oct. 1, 1932, was 
808,482,380 rubles ($416,368,000 at 
par); a year ago, 714,515,410 rubles 


($367,975,000 at par). 
For the first eight months of 
this year, the Soviet Union had a 
favorable balance of trade of 81,-. 
090,000 rubles ($41,760,000 at par), 
contrasted with an unfavorable 
balance in 1932 of 212,486,000 rubles 
($109,400,000 at par). Amtorg, the 
Soviet trading agency in the United 
States, said its outstanding obli- 
gations have been reduced from 
$66,000,000 two years ago to $22,- 
000,000. 
The survey of conditions further 
sets forth: 
“In the first nine months of 1933, 
the coal output totaled 51,718,000 
metric tons, 14.6 per cent above 
that of last year. 
“Pig iron output for the period 
(nine months) totaled 5,136,000 


tons and steel 4,857,000 tons—13.4 | 


and 10.3 per cent, respectively, 
above that recorded during the 
first three-quarters of 1932. 

“The number of locomotives pro-; 
duced during the period was 694 as 
compared with 599 last year. 

“The production of tractors for 
the nine months totaled 54,624, 
which was 4000 more than were 
produced during the entire year of 
1932.” 

Latest reports on the handling of 
the bumper grain crop, the report 
said, showed that on Oct. 12, 72.8 
per cent of the harvested grain 
had been threshed. The threshing 
covered an area of 149,610 acres as 
compared with 107,196,000 acres on 
the same date a year ago. 

Daily freight car _ loadings 
throughout the Soviet Union in Sep- 
tember averaged 54,135 cars—3.3 
per cént above September, 1932. 


SPEAKERS URGE BOND ISSUE 
TO BE VOTED ON NOV. 21 


Ex-Congressman Dyer and Dr. 
Kane Address Mass Meeting 
in Support of It. 

Former Congressman L. C. Dyer 
and Dr. R. Emmet Kane, Mayor 
Dickmann’s adviser in medical af- 
fairs, addressed a mass meeting at 
the Pine Street Y. M. C. A. yes- 
terday in the interest of the special 
bond issue election to .be held 
Nov. 21. 

Avproval of the bond issue pro- 
posal, Dyer said, will provide $700,- 
000 needed to complete the new 
City Hospital for Negroes and $1,- 
300,000 for other hospital purposes, 
assuming a $500,000 grant of Fed- 
eral public works funds will be ob- 
tained. The proposition is to divert 
$1,500,000 provided in the 1923 bond 
issue for an approach ‘to the Mu- 
nicipal Bridge, no longer needed, to 
hospital purposes. 

It would make possible, Dyer 
said, besides completion of the hos- 
pital for Negroes, the construction 
of two ward buildings at Koch Hos- 
pital; two dormitories and an in- 
dustrial building at St. Louis Train- 
ing School for the Feeble-Minded; 
two solariums at City Sanitarium; 
the addition of one story to the 
ward buildings of City Hospital No. 
1 and lesser improvefments at other 
city institutions.

Society Officer in Community Fo- 
rum Radio Period Tells History 
of Astronomical Bodies. 

The Leonid meteors, which made 
their last appearance in great pro- 
fusion in 1867, may give a brilliant 
display Nov. 14-18, when the main 
swarm is scheduled for its 33-year 
appearance, J. Wesley Simpson, re- 
gional director of the American 
Meteor Society, said yesterday in 
the Community Forum radio 
period. 

Although the Leonids appear an- 
nually in November, they were ob- 
served in vast numbers in 1838 and 
1867. In 1900 they failed to appear 
as expected, Simpson said, astrono- 
mers advancing an explanation that 
one of the planets had switched the 
main swarm from its track. 

Astronomers were disappointed 
last November at the meager dis- 
play of Leonids, but are hopeful 
that the main swarm may yet ap- 
pear this year.

AS COUNTY BOULEVARD 


Use of Right-of-Way If Rail- 
road Abandons Tracks West 
of De Baliviere Discussed. 


Referring to the possibility of 
converting the Rock Island right- 
of-way into a boulevard between 
De Baliviere avenue and a point in 
St. Louis County, the-Traffic Bu- 
reau of the Chamber of Commerce 
announced today that the railroad 
might seek to abandon. the right-of- 
way if it obtained permission from 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion to quit using the Wabash 
tracks east of De Baliviere. 

The bureau said that examination 
of documents filed by the road with 
the Interstate Commerce Commiis- 


sion disclesed that the directors had 
authorized an application to aban- 
don the unnecessary section of 
track west of De Baliviere when it 
authorized the application to quit 
using the Wabash tracks. 

The disclosure, the bureau said, 
was significant also in view of the 
city’s effort to seek elimination of 
the grade crossing at De Baliviere 
avenue. The possibility of making 
a boulevard of the Rock Island 
right-of-way has been discussed by 
the City Plan Commission and the 
County Plan Association. 

‘The bureau said it had been in- 
formed by the Rock Island’s law 
department that no definite plan 
concerning the tracks west of De- 
Baliviere had been adopted, al- 
though permission might be sought 
to abandon any part of the tracks 
which might prove unnecessary. 

At present the Rock Island 
brings its passenger trains to De- 
Baliviere on its own tracks, then to 
Grand boulevard over the Wabash 
tracks and into Union Station on 
Terminal Railroad tracks. If the 
road obtains authority to quit 
using the Wabash tracks it would 
probably bring the passenger trains 
into Union Station through North 
St. Louis.

NRA RULING ON TRADE 


GROUPS’ SELF-GOVERNMENT 


Johnson Says They Must First Be 
Organized to Take Care 
of Selves, 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—Recov- 


ery Administrator Johnson yester- 
day issued a statement informing 
trade associations that code au- 
thaerities and other industrial agen- 
cies will be given self-government 
only as they are organized to ad- 
minister it and that they will not 
be given charge of labor disputes 
until worker representation is pro- 
vided for on all agencies handling 
employe complaints. 

The statement said: 

“The function of code adminis- 
tration lies primarily with the code 
authority provided for in each code, 
Nevertheless, it is the responsibility 
of the National Recovery Admin- 
istration that the code be adminis- 
tered. Whenever, as in the bitu- 
minous coal code, an industry is 
organized for self-discipline that 
function will be accorded it. But 
in many instanees industries are 
not so organized that they have 
machinery appropriate to the ad- 
justment of complaints of violations 
of the trade practice and other pro- 
visions of their code. 

“The organization of very few in- 
dustries is at this time appropriate 
for the adjustment of. complaints 
of violations of the labor provisions 
of codes. While, in every case, 
where the authority is organized, 
adjustment of fair trade practices 
will be left to the code authorities, 
as a general rule the code provides 
no plan for the adjustment of their 
labor provisions. The code authori- 
ty will be permitted to function on 
labor disputes when provision is 
made for adequate representation 
of labor on all committees, boards 
or other agencies set up to enter- 
tain and adjust complaints by em- 
ployes against their employers for 
violations of labor provisions.”

MUSSOLINI PUTS 
GEN, BALBO ON 
SHELF IN LIBYA 


Air Marshal, Who Led 24- 
Plane Formation Flight to 
Chicago, to Govern Afri- 


can Province. 


By the Associated Press. : 


ROME, Nov. 6.—Air Marshal 


breaking mass formation flight of 
24 seaplanes from Rome to the Chi- 
cago World’s Fair and back, has 
been second only to Premier Mus- 
solini in popular acclaim as a na- 
tional hero, has been sent to Libya 
as Governor, succeeding Marshal 
Badoglio. 

Air officers described Balbo as 
dejected. They said he would take 
a vacation of several months be- 
fore going to his new post.

It was officially announced today 
that Balbo and Admiral Giuseppe 
Sirianni had resigned and that 
King Victor Emmanuel had given 
their portfolios as Minister for Air 
and Minister of the Navy to Mus- 
solini. At the same time, the King 
named Gen. Valle Under-Secretary 
for Air and Admiral Cavagnari Un- 
der-Secretary of the -Navy. The 
King also accepted the resignation 
of Under-Secretary Riccardi for 
Air and Under-Secretary Russo of 
the Navy. 

The wording of the decree indi- 
cated that the Ministries for Air, of 
the Navy and of War would not be 
combined at once, as had been pre- 
dicted, but it was thought probable 
this step would be taken later with 
Mussolini becoming Minister of Na- 
tional Defense. 

Mussolini sent both Air Marshal 
Balbo and Admiral Sirianni long 
letters thanking them for their long 
and loyal co-operation. 

Admiral Sirianni, becomes presi- 
dent of the Cogne company, large 
iron ore miners in Upper Italy.

War Council Issues Mani- 
festo on Eve of Sixteenth 
Anniversary of Russian 
Republic. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Nov. 6.—The Revolu- 
tionary War Council and the Com- 
munist Internationale today joined 
in voicing anew Soviet Russia's 
hopes for a world revolution in sep- 
arate manifestos issued on the eve 
of the sixteenth anniversary of the 
Soviet Republic. 

The War Council issued an order 
signed by Jan Gamarnik, vice-com- 
missar for war and the navy, call- 
ing on the Red army chiefs “to 
train each Red soldier to be devot- 
ed in heart and soul to the world 
proletarian revolution.” 

This instruction is given at the 
close of the order, which says a 
more powerful army is needed for 
defense despite the fact that “the 

army now is stronger and 
more invincible than ever before.” 

(Russia already has the largest 
and one of the best equipped armies 
in the world. Latest available fig- 
ures show the Russian army to com- 
prise 848,000 on the active list, 18,- 
000,000 in the trained reserve. These 
figures compare with 607,000 and 
6,328,000 for France; 457,000 and 6,- 
617,000 for Italy, and 403,000 and 
711,000 for the British Empire.) 

“Sure of its own power,” the or- 
der says, the Red army stands on 
the Soviet border for the defense of 
the peaceful labor workers and 
peasants and the peaceful policy 
of the Soviet Union. 

“The imperialists are preparing 
new wars and attacks against the 
U. S. S. R. Anti-soviet provocations 
are being organized in the Far East,

This and this 
alcne accounted for the temporary pros- 
perity in France. The gold dollar told 
France she was broke, in so far as the 
world was concerned, and she was broke 
in that respect. She could not pay us 
the $20,000,000 she owed us last year. 
Again, what other kind of dollar would 
have told the truth in plainer fashion? 

All this talk about the failure of the 
gold dollar would sound a lot better if 
the markets of the United States had not 
turned and registered splendid gains, 
from July of 1932 to September of 1932, 
firmly establishing our gold dollar in 
world markets. Unfortunately, we were 
‘eft without governmental leadership 
from Nov. 8 to March 4. This sad state 
of affairs permitted a crisis to arise be- 
cause confidence had been undermined. 
But even then, hoarding proved the pub- 
lic’s confidence in the gold dollar. 

The practical man wants no rubber dol- 
lar jammed down his neck, willy-nilly, by 
men who have had no practical experi- 
ence in business. -A rubber dollar is just 
as counterfeit as a wooden nickel. 

There is one and only one way to get 
out of a depression. Wait until complete 
Hquidation has taken place, give business 
an honest gold dollar, and the real “go- 
getters” will do their stuff, just as they 
have always done. Oh yes, and let the 
professors go back to their classrooms.

INVESTMENT BANKING’S OPPORTUNITY. 
If it seemed for a time as though the stock and 
bond dealers had let up in their campaign for @ 
weakening of the Securities Act, that illusion is now 
wholly dissolved. The fight is on, and with renewed 
vigor. John T. Flynn, who knows the ins and outs 
of Wall Street and all the little Wall Streets, says 
there has been no comparable blast of such publicity. 
since that for the “now infamous Mellon tax laws.” 
One must not make the mistake of thinking that 
the opponents of the Securities Act are lodging their 
attack against one of the major instruments of the 
New Deal as stich. Quite to the contrary, they take 
the position thatthe new law prevents them from 
doing their part in furthering the recovery program. 
“They want the teeth taken out of the law, they say 
in substance, not to benefit themselves, but to save 
the country from a national epidemic of defaults, 
whose total would be reckoned in hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars. 
Frank M. Gordon of Ohicago, president of the In- 
vestment Bankers’ Association of America, presented 
this argument in his address at the annual conven- 
tion of his organization in Hot Springs. “It is time 
for plain speaking,” he said. “All over the United 
States corporations are ready to undertake necessary 
financing. But no corporation director in his senses 
is going to risk existing resources by putting his 
name on financing under a law that makes him per- 
sonally liable for the next 10 years and adopts the 
unprecedented principle that he is to be judged guilty 
unless he can be proved innocent.” 
Following Mr. Gordon’s address, which went on to 
defend the investment banker from a “storm of abuse 
and slander” and “irresponsible recrimination,” he 
and his brethren took formal) action to that end. A 
resolution, introduced by Henry T. Ferfiss, lawyer, 
executive vice-president of the First National Co, of 
St. Louis, declares it “essential to redefine the indefi- 
nite liabilities imposed by the Securities Act, so as to 
make it possible for responsible enterprises to meet 
their requirements for new capital and to co-operate 
with the recovery program.” ; 
Now we have no doubt as to how these patriotic 
professions of the investment gentry sound to hold- 
ers of so-called securities in various Insull enter- 
prises, or in no end of deflated utility, industrial, 
bridge and real estate undertakings. We have no 
doubt as to how they are being received by persons 
who purchased American-promoted bonds on foreign 
countries, such as the republics of Cuba, Chile, Peru 
and Bolivia, in the belief that the sellers had told 
the whole truth about the financial and economic 
condition of the borrowers and the circumstances ‘of 
the loans. 
If we are correct, and we think we are, these hun- 
dreds of thousands of disillusioned Americans are 
saying that Federal regulation was long past due. If 
we judge them aright, they have small patience for 
a group which so recently loaded all responsibility 
for its acts on the backs of unsuspecting investors, 
and which now complains, in the name of the coun- 
try’s welfare, because it has been asked to assume its 
share of responsibility. To the owner of Kreuger 
& Toll certificates, it looks as if the sellers of stocks 
and bonds could only expect the time to come when 
honesty and fair dealing in securities would be re- 
quired by law. 
In its essence, the Securities Act is a Federal order 
requiring investment promoters and dealers to be 
willing to stand good for what they sell the people. 
That it will restrict financing goes without, saying. 
If it did not prevent the distribution of unjustified 
issues, it would fail utterly. We have the judgment 
of Congress, most of which was elected only a year 
ago, and which passed the bill without a dissenting 
vote, that such a reform was needed. We have the 
assurance of members of the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion, who are charged with the enforcement of the 
act, that no legitimate enterprise need be afraid to 
offer securities to the public. 
In the face of this, the attitude of the investment 
dealers appears to be something beside what they 
profess. From reliable sources comes the in- 
formation that lawyers, professional descendants, so 
to speak, of members of the bar who in years past 
opposed railroad regulation, workmen’s compensa- 
tion, labor legislation and numerous other social re- 
forms, are advising their clients not to do any financ- 
ing under the new law. They hope, by the time Con- 
gress meets in January, to have created a public 
opinion to the effect that either the Securities Act 
must be modified or the recovery program will go 
fon the rocks. 
It should be a source of deep satisfaction to the 
American people to know that the Rooseve!t admin- 
istration has shown no inclination to yield on this 
important social gain. Senator Fietcher and Rep- 
resentative Rayburn, sponsors of the measure in Con- 
gress, say that it will be preserved. What the Presi- 
dent thinks about it can well be judged from the 
fact that he has just appointed to the Federal Trade 
Commission Dr. James M. Landis, professor in the 
Law School of Harvard University, who was in part 
responsible for the framing of the law. 
This lockout, for that is what the security dealers 
have instituted against the Securities Act, is an un- 
mistakable sign that the necessary readjustment is 
under way. It is, so to speak, one of the growing 
pains attending the reordering of the investment 
business in the light of legislative requirements 
brought on by its own excesses and irresponsibilities. 
For, in the last analysis, it was the promoters and 
sellers of stocks and bonds who wrote the law 
against which they now protest. 
If the security dealers continue their present cam- 
paign, they will soon find that they have joined the 
issue, with the people as their opponents. It is a 
prospect they cannot afford to risk. If, on the other 
hand, they understand what is going on in this 
country. today, they will welcome the Securities Act

In its great stone hallways and cham- 
bers there is to be no concession to the 
frivolous or the gaudy. Such austerity would 
seem to be entirely fitting, for this great 
monument is intended to shelter the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, the nine 
elderly men who hold the power to deter- 
mine the destiny of the nation. 

During the days of this past summer and 
autumn, as these nine men have gone about 
the country’s business, they have seen the 
national capital boiling over with an un- 
precedented activity. This storm of execu- 
tive activity has been brought about by the 
greatest of depressions, which at last has 
forced the hand of government to reach out 
and attempt to wrest the control of the 
country’s economic life from the individuals 
who possessed it before. 

Withdrawn from all the noise and tumult 
sit the nine old men; they are waiting, wait- 
ing for the time when the question of this 
Government control must be brought before 
them, when they, too, must come to grips 
with the stupendous experiment born in the 
National Recovery Administration. 

* * * 


The Justices will presumably first be con- 
cerned, like the rest of us, with the magni- 
tude of the power conferred upon the exec- 
utive by the various emergency acts, and 
above all, by the act establishing the NRA. 

The Justices can hardly fail to speculate 
upon the danger that this power may be 
abused ,by any dominant group for selfish 
interests. Officials may come and go. Gen. 
Johnson has talked of resigning in January. 
The President is mortal. Shifts of control 
are possible. And it is well known that pow- 


‘ers granted in an emergency, which are 


used at first in the national interest under 
the wary eyes of a skeptical public, may 
easily be abused. 

Yet here we discover a possible factor of 
new uncertainty in the attitude of the Jus- 
tices—a factor which makes it dangerous to 
assume that the liberal Justices will vote to 
sustain the NIRA and the conservatives 
vote to invalidate it. A great deal may de- 
pend upon the direction in which the new 
authority appears to be drifting. 

If the administration appears to be con- 
solidating its power and authority, that fact 
must exercise its influence upon the great 
decision. If, on the other hand, in the 
face of the quiet but terrific opposition it 
has aroused, its power should dwindle, that 
fact, too, must have its weight. But thid is 
far from being all. A most powerful influ- 
ence must be the direction in which this 
power may grow and for whose benefit it 
may be exercised. . 

The New Deal has no fixed philosophy, no 
certain goal toward which it is making its 
way. If it were otherwise, if the NIRA 
resented a clear-cut step toward Govern- 
ment control, it might appear quite likely 
that the conservative members of the court, 
perhaps, in majority, would strike down the 
even perhaps in the face of the na- 
emergency and the plain trend of the 
times.

But the case is not clear-cut, even for Hb- 
eral or reactionary, and the problem con- 
fronting the court is so thorny that the Jus- 
tices must of necessity approach it with un- 
certainty and concern. If Donald Rich- 
berg, general counsel of the NRA, and 
Harold Ickes, Secretary of the Interior, rep- 
resent that element which demands a strict- 
ness of Government control and the elimina- 
tion of favoritism, of politica] and financial 
influence, they are far from being repre- 
sentative of the whole. There are other ele- 

ents. The purely political activities and 
the patronage tactics of Postmaster-General 
Farley and others lie him are well known. 

Furthermore, the NRA must draw a large 


portion of its influential personnel from the 


ranks of business and finance; and business 
has not yet ceased to be interested in profit 
before everything else. Whitewashing the 
leopard will not erase his spots. Profit and 


national interest do not always coincide, no _ 


matter how often we have been told that 
they do; more often than not, they are vio- 
lently opposed. When, therefore, all of 
these elements are combined in the NRA, 
the decision of the court becomes more and 
more difficult. 

What if the liberal Justices, taking the 
New Deal at its rosiest, should be able to 
write a majority opinion upholding the pow- 
ers of the NRA? And what if subsequently 
the machinery of the NRA should fall com- 
pletely into the hands of business and 
finance? Imagination boggles at the thought 
of what a Harding administration might do 
with these gigantic powers. The Roosevelt 
administration is very far from being free 
from the same pressures.

Q. How far back should I swing 
the ball?

Always allow your ball to swing 
your arm back. If you swing your 
ball back, you vary the amount of 
swing you give it, but if you allow 
your ball to swing your arm, the 
weight of the ball and the length 
of your arm will govern the amount 
of your swing, and tend to make 
it uniform. 

You Can Use Light Ball. 

Q. Is it best to use a light ball 
when learning to bowl? E. R. A. 

A. Yes, it ig probably best to start 
with a light ball, if you mean by 
that merely while learning to co- 
ordinate the swing of your ball with 
your steps in approaching the foul 
line. But after you have done that, 
try using a little heavier ball. If 
you carry the weight of your ball 
forward, in the left hand, only 
grasping it lightly with the right 
hand, and let the weight of the ball 
swing your relaxed arm down and 
back, you will not notice the extra 
weight in the slightly heavier ball. 
If you attempt, however, to bring 
down even the light ball with a 
bent or tense arm, the lightest of 
bowling balls will seem very heavy.

As you see, East and West can 
make six spades against any de 
fense, though South holds four pri- 
mary tricks including three aces. 
In most cases South bid a heart, 
West two spades, pass by the North, 
three spades by East, four hearts 
by South. At this point, when West 
made a cue bid of five hearts, East 
made a second one of five dia- 
monds, and so the small slam was 
reached with precision. Warned of 


| the two void holdings, South gener- 


ally avoided doubling. Those who 
let West play six spades undoubled 
got a fairly good result, since sev- 
eral Souths could not refrain from 
doubling—some over one cue bid, 
others even over two. 

Top for North and South. 

The best scores were obtained by 
those who went to seven hearts 
over six spades, warned by the cue 
bids and remembering the now ob- 
solete “goulashes.” Down three dou- 
bled cost less by over 500 points 
than letting the opponents make 
six spades. Actual top for North 
and South was made by one pair 
against whom East and West bid a 
grand slam owing to overbidding 
by East.

On the other hand, weeping and 
more particularly the imperceptible 
secretion of tears by the tear or 
lachrymal giands serve a useful and 
important purpose. 

| To begin with, the fluid secreted 
keeps the surface of the eye lubri- 
cated and free from minute parti- 
cles of dust. 

Under the stimulus of irritants, 
such as gases or foreign solutions, 
the tear glands secrete copiously 
and hence dilute the irritant and 
thus protect the eye. 

Then again tears have been shown 
to be effective destroyers of germs. 
There is in tears a substance known 
as lysozyme, which acts as a very 
efficient bactericide. 

| This lysozyme is present in the 
secretions of the tear glands, both 
those that are imperceptibly se- 
creted and those that flow forth 
copiously in weeping.

Journal of Ophthalmology goes so 
far as to suggest that the preven- 
tion of affections of the eyes of the 
new-born by silver drops is not 
brought about by the silver, but by 
the tears which are provoked.
